DEATH OF COL. HARRY THORN- 
TON AT FRESNO. 


One of San Francisco’s Prominent 
Attorneys—Was with Gen. Lee 
When He Surrendered at 

_ Appomattox.

FRESNO (Cal.,) Feb. 25.—Col. Harry I. 
Thornton, the well-known attorney of San 
Francisco and a pioneer of this State, died 
at the Grand Central Hotel. in this city 
at 8:30 o' clock this evening. 

It was a matter of familiar knowledge 
to the friends of the colonel that his health 
had been failing for years, but the end 
came comparatively suddenly. Bright's. 
disease was but one of the maladies from 
which he suffered, but on Saturday an 
acute congestion of the lungs developed it- 
self and Dr. Maupin, the local medical at- 
tendant, advised the relatives that the pa- 
tient was in a very serious condition. Dr. 
Parsons of San Francisco came down on a 
special train, but could only confirm the 
physician’s worst fears. City Attorney 
Creswell of San Francisco and the sisters 
and sisters-in-law of Col. Thornton were 
present at the death. Mr. Creswell is a 

nephew of the deceased. 

The remains will be sent to San Fran- 
cisco on the 3 o'clock train tomorrow 
(Tuesday) morning. 

The deceased owned a farm of 400 acres 
ten miles north of Fresno. He had a num- 
ber of thoroughbreds and trotters at Ba- 
kersfield. 

For several years he was attorney for the 
Scotch syndicate interested in La Guna de 
Tache grant, on Kings River, and at the 
time of his death was president of the 
Fresno Canal and Irrigation Company. At 
noon today Col. Thornton regained con- 
sciousness and dictated letters to his 
friends, saying that he was dying, and bid- | 
ding them good-by. 

At 8:20 p.m. he again became conscious 
and ten minutes later breathed his last.

LONDON; ‘Feb. 25.—({By Atlantic Cable.) 
Advices from Rear Admiral Bedford, in 
command of the Cape of Good Hope and 
West Africa station, who has been co-ope- 
rating with the land forces of the British 
expedition on Brass River, on the Guinea 
coast, confirms the report of severe fight- 
ing in that locality. The admiral adds 
that Lieut. Taylor of the Royal Navy and 
two men were killed and five men wounded. 

The British advanced up the Brass River 
February 23, captured several rebel strong- 
holds and. destroyed a number of war 
canoes. Many of the natives were killed, 
and the main body of the rebels retreated 
into the interior, 

The following day the British advanced 
further inland, and, after some sharp fight- 


ing, captured ‘and burned the ve town 
of Nimbi. The natives, who 1 heavily, 
fled from Nimbi to Bassouia, followed by 


the British, who shelled the 
town, but did not proceed further inland. 
Sir Claude M. MacDonald, who personally 
directed the operations, sent an ultimatum 
to the rebels that unless they surrendered 
and gave up the prisoners captured at 
Akassa a month ago a further attack would 
be made on them. 

A later dispatch from Admiral Bedford 
says the British expendition consisted of 
the gunboats idgeon and Thrush, two 
steamers belonging to; the Niger protecto- 
rate, and the flagship St. George. On Feb- 
ruary 21 the rebels, in twenty-five war 
canoes, attacked the British force at Sacri- 
fice Island, but the fire of the natives was 
ineffective, and three war canoes were 
sunk, after which the rest retired. igo 
following day the intricate channels 
the Brass River were buoyed and the creek 
reconnoitered. ‘‘At daybreak, February 
23, continues Admiral Bedford’s dispatch, 
wie commenced ithe attack, and after an 
obstinate defense, the position being natur- 
ally difficult, a landing was gallantly ef- 
fected and Nimbi was completely burned.

Seven hundred miners have 
deen imprisoned in the pit by a collapse 
of the cage in which the men were de- 
scending. The shaft is so badly damaged 
that it is impossible to use the cages.

On the table lay a 
eres signed dy Phillips, which read as fol- 
ows: 

“As [ cannot leave without my wife I 
have taken this way to keep her with 
me. We have no friends to mourn for 
us, and let this be 4 lesson to all not to 
fool with other men’s wives. Good-by 
to what friends I have. Get us into the 
ground as soon as you can.“ 

Phillips’s wife had borne a good repu- 
tation, but it is said she had been drink- 
ing in a back room of a saloon with 
Bowen before going home. She had two 
, children, but these Phillips gave away 
ten days ago, and on that occasion his 
wife tried to commit suicide with mor- 
phine. The couple were stricken with 
poverty and the miserable little house in 
which the tragedy occurred presented a 


pitiable spectacle when the neighbors 
broke in. Bowen, who fled when the 
shooting occurred, went to a logging 


camp near town, but was brought in by 
the Sheriff late tonight.

Usle has sent to Senator Voorhees, as 
chairman of the Committee on Finance, 
a memorandum suggesting changes in the 
tariff act which are, the Secretary says, 
“designed to make re clear the inten- 
tion of Congress and to lessen the chances 
of Utigation by removing the ambignity 
now existing in the various paragraphs 
enumerated.”’ 

Most of these suggestions originated 
with General Appraiser Sharretts. The 
paragraphs sought to be amended are 4, 
48, 78, 88, 89, 124, 210, 217, 218, 248, 234%, 
263, 265, 246, 268, 276, 308, 321, 328, 
361. 401, 431, 443, 467, 481, 542, 585. 

Paragraph 44 relates to varnishes and 
is so constructed as to make it appear 
that japan varnish is sometimes known 
as gold, which is not the case. The cor- 
rection provides for their separation, but 
leaves the duty as fixed in the act at 25 
per cent. ad valorem. In the act as it 
stands there is a misplaced comma de. 
tween the words spirit“ and varnishes“ 
which it is proposed to strike out.

The amendment suggested to paragraph

Paragraph 248 relates to bottles in 
which ale is imported.

Paragraph 276, relating to laces, edg- 
ings, etc., is amended so as to include em- 
broidered wearing apparel and textile fab- 
Tics at 50 per cent. ad vailorem. 

Paragraph 308 relates to lithographic 
prints and 328 to toys. : 

Paragraph 361 relates to umbrella sticks. 

Paragraph 401 amends the free list so 
as to read “birds and wild land or other 
fowl, dead or alive,“ and 431 so as not to 


Paragraph 403 relates to coal tar and 
its products.“ 

Paragraph 338 is arfended so as to re- 
lieve the present act from possible con- 
struction of diamonds on the free list. 

Paragraph 481 is amended to include in 
the free dist “fresh-water fish, frozen or 
packed in ice, and other fresh fish not 
otherwise herein provided for.’’

‘On the 6th of March, 1891, an election 
was held at which it was decided to re- 
fund $381,000 city bonds at 5 per cent. 
Under this authority $61,000 of bonds were 
exchanged by H. W. Hellman, vice-presi- 


R. G. Lunt made an offer for the remain- 
ing $320,000 which was first accepted and 
then declined. Afterward W. J. Hayes 
& Son aud Perry Wildman successively 
made bids which came to nothing, and 
the matter dragged along until December, 
1892, when the City Clerk reported that 
the bonds lay in his office signed and 
sealed and the Council being about to go 
out of office ordered the bonds destroyed. 

„The neglect of this matter has cost the 
ctly a good many thousand dollars which 
might just as well have been saved. The 
present Finance Committee will no doubt 
give it prompt attention.” 

A city with the standing of Los An- 
geles and with such a bright outlook for 
the future should have no difficulty in bor- 
rowing any reasonable amount of money at 
a rate of interest not to exceed 4% per 
cent. 


Not only is there a very good demand in 
the East for California oranges, but the de- 
mand for deciduous, fruits in a dried con- 
dition is also increasing in a most encour- 
aging manner. More is heard about the 
profits of orange culture in Southern Cali- 
fornia than of any other product, but it ds 
@ fact that in a good many cases profits 

ve been made from such fruits as prunes, 
olives, apricots and peaches that are equal 
to anything that has been done in the or- 
ange industry within recent years. In fact, 
taking the last three years, including the 
present one—ihe past two having. been 
quite unfavorable to the orange industry— 
it is probably safe to say that growers of 
. deciduous fruits have made more money 

orange-growers. . 

A. T. Hatch of Sclano county, who is the 
largest fruit-grower in California, recently 
made some interesting statements in re- 
gard to the profit of prune culture. All 
who know Mr. Hatch are aware that he is 
and has always been a most conservative 
man, and if he errs at all it is likely to be 
on the side of depreciation rather than ex- 


Mr. Hatch finds by actual experience that 
he can sell cured prunes at 3 cents 4 
pound, f.o.b., in sacks, and make $100 per 
acre from his orchard, besides allowing $37 
per acre for cultivation and other costs of 
production; and this calculation is based 
on an annual crop of only one-half his 
average crop for the past four years. 

At this rate we have no reason to fear 
overproduction in the prune industry, as 
at the figures named the markets of the 
United States can consume a larger quan- 
tity of prunes than California will be able 
to raise for some years to come. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

As might be expected from the fact that 
it was organized ty business men, the 
coming fiesta has a business side to it, 
Such a celebration means a good deal 
more to Los Angeles and to Southern Cal- 
ifornia than a mere week of jollification. 
The fiesta will attract to the Angel city 
thousands of visitors, not only from 
Southern California and the northern part 
of the State, but also from beyond the 
mountains. With some sections that 
would be the end of it. The benefits of 
the carnival would cease with the extra 
amount of money which such a celebra- 
tion might cause to be spent in the city 
by visitors. Here, however, the case is 
different. We all know how many people 
have come to Los Angeles, or other points 
in Southern California, for a visit of a 
few weeks or months and have become so 
charmed with the country that they have 
decided to reside here permanently. No 
doubt the coming fiesta will add to the 
number of such citizens. It would pay 
Los Angeles to expend the the full amount 
of money that is spent by visitors during 
the fiesta for the sake of getting the new 
permanent settlers who will be found 
among these visitors. 

In this connection it has been suggested, 
and the suggestion is a good one, that 
before long California should have a reg- 
ular series of carnivals extending from 
one end of the State to the other. They 
might commence early in the winter in 
the southern part of the State and grad- 
ually work up toward the north, where 
they might wind up in the summer with 
a celebration in some city located in the 
elevated mountain region of the Sierras, 
among the fragrant pines and firs, or per- 
haps amid the giant sequoias of Calaveras 
county. California possesses an advan- 
tage over many other States for such a 
series of celebrations from the fact that 
almost every county, and indeed almost 
every valley and city, has some specialty 
which could be made the leading feature 
of a local carni or fiesta. Thus San

A Record Which Will not Bear Much 
Since the expose of Frank A. Marcher 
in The Times on Sunday last, more facts 
have come to light which show that he 
by no means a novice in the art of de 
frauding creditors. 
Marcher, like many others, had been a 
criminal in the Bast. and. upon his ar 
rival here. immediately resumed his old 
tactics. Henry V.. Johnson of the United 
States Attorney's office in Denver, is au- 
thority for the statement that in 1890, 
Marcher attempted to defraud the d 
Smith jewelry concern of that city of 
$4000 worth of diamonds: For this he ‘was 


arrested and thrown into jai. After lan. 


guishing behind the bars for two weeks, 
Marcher confessed and told where the 
jewels were hidden. The jewelry concern 
decided not to prosecute him. if he would 
return the goods, as he did so. * 
D. T. Howbert; custodian for the Sheri 
of El Paso county, states that in 1889 
Marcher attempted the sam trick at Colo- 
rado Springs. A deputy sheriff went to 
his residence there, and in Marcher’s back- 
yard dug up a box containing watches and 
other jewelry, valued at $5700.

“In some respects the year which has 
just closed has been the most eventful in 
the history of the association.

The training 
the members have will fit them for speak- 
ers and thinkers. 

The reading-room is well patronized, be- 
ing well filled with young men through 
the day and evenings of each week. We 
have assisted a number of young men to 
gain employment, although the hard times 
have made it impossible to do very much 
in this line. N 

“We hope that each year as it comes 
around will open up some new avenue of 
work whereby our usefulness may be en- 
larged. The future of our work, as it is 
in every association, is in the hands of 
the young manhood of today.”

THE SEIZED WAHLBERG. 


Indications that the Schooner Carried 
Arms to the Hawaiians. 
SAN DIEGO, Feb. 25.—6 


pecial Corre- 
spondence.) The search for the seven-ton 
schooner Alcalde by the United States 
revenue cutter Wolcott during the past 
week, as exclusively reported in The 
Times’s special of today, points to the 
guilt of the seized schooner H. C. Wahl- 
berg, now in custody here charged with 
abetting. the Hawaiian revolutionists by 
carrying arms to them. 

Collector of the Port John C. Fisher 
said to the Times correspondent that the 
Alcalde carries a fisherman’s license. On 
January 31 she left here with shovels 
and picks, giving out that she was going 
to San Clemente Island. But she did not 
go there, but to Cedros Island where Col- 
lector Fisher learns that she landed her 
cargo. Why this deception was practiced 
is a question. It intensifies the suspicion 
that the Alcalde was chartered to pro- 
ceed to sea and meet the schooner Wahl- 
berg, then expected on her return trip 
from Hawaii, and take from the schooner 
any persons or arms that might be aboard 
the craft and land them on Mexican soil. 
The suspicions of the customs authorities 
are go positive that the Alcalde is now 
under the surveillance of the officers. The 
importance of securing the Alcalde was 
sufficient to cause the collector to order 
the Wolcott to cruise the coast for a full 
week in search of the sloop, and to also 
inspect with great care the islands of 
San Clemente, Santa Catalina, San Miguel, 
Santa Cruz and the Coronado Islands. The 
cutter did not sight the Alcalde, but spoke 
the schooner Ellen, which vessel had seen 
the Alcalde 400 miles south of this port, 
which is far below Cedros Island. The 
Wolcott then returned to San Diego to 
find that the Alcalde had slipped into the 
harbor just ahead of her. 

Collector Fisher feels confident that 
the seized schooner Wahlberg will be con- 
fiscated for violating the neutrality laws, 
or at least punished in some manner ac- 
cording to law. He believes that tHe 
government has a clear case against the 
vessel.

STABBED IN THE BACK. 


~~ 


HARVEY BRANSCOMBE FATALLY 
CUT BY M. 


The Latter Resists Arrest for Hog 
Stealing at Calabasas and is 
Shot by the Wounded 
Officer. 


* 


Constable Harvey Branscombe of Cala- 
basas while attempting to arrest Manuel 
Dominguez on the Las Virgines ranch yes- 
terdav afternoon was fatally stabbed by 
the latter, whom he shot twice, wounding 
him very seriously. 

Dominguez, who farms a government 
claim at Las Virgines, some seven miles 
beyond Calabasas on the old Ventura road, 
was charged by a neighbor, G. W. Nash, 
with stealing hogs from him. A warrant 
was issued by Justice Richardson and 
placed in the hands of Branscombe, who és 
postmaster and Constable, for service. He 
drove out to Dominguez's ranch in a spring 
wagon, accompanied by Henry Fourche and 
Constable M. D. Nash. Leaving his team 
down the road Branscombe attempted to 
arrest Dominguez, but the latter resisted, 
and. drawing a knife, plunged it into the 
Constable's back between the ehoulders 
and again into his bowels from the left 
side. Branscombe drew his revolver and 
fired three shots at Dominguez. The first 
bullet , 8 him on the left side and 
based through tha flesh across the front 
ot the abdomen. As Dominguez fell the 
secon? shot struck him in the fleshy part 
of his left thigh, the bullet following che 
bone and emerging, completely flattenad 
out, at the knee joint. Hearing the shots 
Nash ran up and fired four shots from a 
small pistcl, one of which laid Dominguez’s 
scalp open. 

Dominguez regained his fect and ran 
to the adjoining ranch of Leon Lungazave 
and asked to be let in to die there. and 
Constable Nash subsequently arrested him 
there. Dominguez was taken to the Coun y 
Jail about 11 o’clock last night and Jailer 
Kennedy at once telephoned to the County 
Hospital, but as no surgeon could be sent 
from there at that hour, Police Surgeon 
Bryant was summoned to attend to the 
wounded man. 

Dominguez suffered terribly, but main- 
tains that as he is a good man he wil 
live. He says that he did not do the 
stabbing, but that some other man, whom 
he did not know, did it. 

He is said to have a very bad reputation 
in the community in which he resided, 
having been in trouble nearly all the time. 
He has scars of old wounds on his body and 
head, and has been in numerous gun fights 
and stabbing affrays. Only a few days ago

These 
crises resulted at least as often in defeat 
as in victory; but from each defeat his 
great qualities of head and heart gathered 
new resources of experience, of hope, and 
of steadfast adherence to principle, len 
carried him ultimately to that crowning 
success that enshrined his name 
among the immortals of history. 


LINCOLN’S ADVENT INTO POLITICS 
AT TWENTY-THREE. 


His advent into politics is marked by 
the publication of his first Address to the 
People of Sangamon County,” dated March 
9 1832, and printed in the Sagamon Jour- 
nal, of March 15. At the time of writing 
this document he was 23.years old. He 
was then living in the village of New Sa- 
lem, into which he had come one year be- 
fore, an entire stranger, and, as he after- 
ward described himself, a ‘‘friendless, un- 
educated, penniless boy, working on a 
flatboat at $10 per month.“ Even a part 
of that year had been taken up by a jour- 
ney to New Orleans on the flatboat he Lad 
helped to build. Practically, therefore, he 
had been among the constituents whom he 
offered to represent in the seclusion of a 
little village of twenty houses, an infini- 
tesimal little corner of the county which 
pe the legislative district estimated to 

n 2160 square miles. What could 
have prompted this unheralded, unfriended, 
inexperienced stranger to aspire to the 
honors of leadership, and the responsibili- 
ties of legislation for a county he had 
scarcely seen, and a people he could not 
know, but that intuition of genius, that 
consciousness of powers, which justify 
their claims by their achievemenits? 

The confidence which inspired it grew 
py out of the primitive condition of 

local itics. One of the strongest char- 
asteristics of the pioneer was the feeling 
of equality. Wealth did not yet exist; 
there was no recognition of rank or privi- 


tions or prospects. Every man was free 
to offer himself, every other free 
to choose whom he preferred. Popula- 
tion “was too sparse to engender com- 
binations; caucuses and conventions were 
yet undreamed of. Lincoln had, there- 
fore, to do only what his twelve com- 
petitors did—have himself announced as 
a candidate in the newspaper, and this 
was accomplished by the “card, or ad- 
dress, mentioned above. 
. If we carefully read ‘this address, we 
shall see that his description of himself 
as being “uneducated” was prompted by 
that modesty with which he always under- 
stated his acquirements and powers, for 
the document is quite as well-worded, as 
| clearly phrased, and as cogently argued 
as the average of political manifestcs from 
ccllewiane in their twenties. The same 
y be said of the subject matter of his 
address. The prominence given to the 
Improvement of the Sa River as 
the central topic was due to local and ac- 
cidental causes. Unusual freshets were 
prevailing that Spring. which, for the 
moment, gave Uttle stream a respect- 
able width and Volume, and the whole

It must be 
noted that, among other topics, it already 
recognizes the coming rival and con- 
querer of steamboat navigation—the rail-« 
road. “No other improvement,“ it 2 
“that reason will justify us in doping 
for, can equal in utility the railroad.” 
It--must be borne in mind that when 
Lincoln wrote this, the first railroad in 
the United States—a line at Quincy, Mass., 
four miles long, ani run by horse-power— 
was only six years old; that the first loco- 
motive had been imported only three 
years before: and only a little more than 
one year had elapsed since the first loco- 
motive avas built in America, to be used 
on a track eighteen miles long between 
Baltimore and Ellicott’s Mills. It is a 
striking illustration of the hunger of the 
American mind for progress, that the new 
system was already thus being discussed 
in the backwoods villages of Illinois, and 
no less idlustrative of the wide-awake in- 
telligence of this young frontier politician 
that he hailed it as the infant Titan of 
transportation. But he also used as an 
argument in favor of his river scheme 
that its then insurmountable cost made 
the adoption of the superior commercial

this winter, extending over rearly the 
entire sweep of this vast continent, 
freezing up the sunny southland so 
that not only its fruit harvests but its 
great orchards themselves have been 
destroyed, and men have died from 
the cold, should make Californians re- 
joice anew that their lot has been cast 
in a clime so favored as our own, and 
where, except in the higher range of 
mountains, our only hint of winter 
has been a few white frosts, not suf- 
ficiently severe to do damage even to 
our semi-tropical fruits. 
But we are so accustomed to our 
climatic comfort that we do not half 
realize its superiority and excellence, 
and take the benefits which we enjoy 
as a matter of course. But here, 
where the ‘temperature is such that we 
aire not often called to take it into 
consideration, we cannot fully sympa- 
thize with the suffering which is being 
experienced elsewhere in every por- 
tion of our land. Great ice blockades 
of lakes and rivers, stopping naviga- 
tion and hindering travel and traffic; 
railrogds made useless by beating and 
drifting sndéws; mills shut down, and 
schools closed on account of the in- 
tense cold; streets almost deserted be- 
cause men fear to face the freezing 
temperature; in the houses of wealth 
in the great cities where the people. 
are dependent upon gas for heating 
purposes, women and little children 
chilled and comfortless because the 
cold .weather interferes with the free 
flow of the gas supply, and other fuel 
cannot be obtained; the howl of the 
sharp wind and the drift of frozen 
sleet make pedestrianism distressful, 
and life both indoors and out of doors 
is paingul and comfortless for all. 
| Poverty does not suffer alone. The 
lady clad in rich garments shares in 
the pain of her sister in rags. Little 
children in elegant mansions moan as 
do those in the hovel. 

But here we have had hardly a day 
when the sun at midday did not afford 
sufficient heat for comfort in rooms 
with southern exposure, and out of 
doors it has been as pleasant as in the 
Maytime. Roses have blossomed, and 
lilies shed their fragrance out of 
doors through our socalled winter. 
The vegetable supplies in our gardens 
have not failed us. The springing 
wheat and growing grasses with the 
ripening fruits are on every hand. No 
suffering, no poverty of warmth be- 
long to us. ‘ 


Surely this is the land for homes— 
the place to enjoy life and get the 
most from it that is possible. Per- 
haps California has not as many ave- | 
nues to sudden wealth as the East, but 
she has more climatic comfort to the 
square inch than the whole East can 
beast of, summer or winter. And cli- 
mate has a good deal to do with hu- 
man happiness. One cannot work 
well when he is thoroughly uncom- 
fortable, or make the most -of life 
when he is freezing. This being the 
case, we have the right to look for 
the accomplishment of greater things 
in this State than in any other part of 
the country. We ought to nurture in 
this climate greater men and women 
than are grown under less favorable 
conditions, and perfect a civilization 
that shall ultimately be in advance of 
that of the older sections of the coun- 
try, for there is nothing here to hinder 
the continued application of the stu- 
dent, the man of science and letters 


The climate 
is soothing, bracing, neyer hindering 
by discomfort, cheering by its bright- 


ness, while Nature — is full of 
beauty.

The most liberal esti- 
mate possible would not give onc out 
of ev five. Let any man think of 
the soldiers with whom he is ac- 
Gain te. He will find that a great 
many of them were wounded, but be 
will not tind one in twenty whose 
wounds give him the smallest tronble 
now. If, therefore, we allow that one 
men out of every five who were 
wounded was disabled by the wound, 
we should still. have only 80,468 cliai- 
ble tinder the laws for pensions. Add 


to this those disabled by wounds le-“ 


ceived in the navy and those disabled 
by disease contracted in the army cr 


nevy, and, if we allowed 100,000 for 


all we would make an exceedingly 
generous neession. Instead, then, 
of the United States having 969,544 
pensioners fastened on it, it would be 
badly bilked and robbed if it had ever 
had 100,000 upon its pension rolls, to 
say nothing of those who were dis- 
abled, but have died in the thirty 
years’ since the war, leaving no wid- 
ows, or widows who have remarried, 
or no children, or children who are 
now more than 16. 

“Now, the force of these figures can- 
not be escaped. They prove, and they 

rove to a demonstration, that the 
United States government is support- 
ing 900,000 impostors, who are living 
upon the public purse fraudulently 
nnd in violation of justice, at an ex- 
pense to the nation ea — 77 year of $125,- 
000,000, or three-fourths of all we col- 
lect from import duties. Think, “er 
would be worth to yau to strike $125,- 

000,000. from your tariff. duties and 
rs to raise from them only $45,000,- 
000 annually. It would mean that vou 
would have practically free trade; that 
you would buy whatever you have now 
to buy fcr yeur daily life almost as 
cheap as they buy it in England, and 
thet the markets of the world wou'd 
be thrown open to you to sell in, aud, 
consequently, that every form of pro- 
duction and ihdustry would be stimu- 
lated’ beyond the power of human 
imagination to conceive of. You are 
kept out of all this in order that wen 
who want to stay in Congress chrough 
the manipulations of machine politics 
may fasten camp followers, deserters 
and hounty-jumpers, who are their 
local tooters and heelers, upon the 
United States treasury. The nation 
is being bribed to support the most 
worthless and trifling elements of its 
population; Can we not get a rally 
all over the Union against it?“ 

Such malignant drivel is. aluinat be- 
nedth serious discussion. The figures. 
cited take no account of the thou- 
Sands upon thousands of men who 
contracted incurable disease in the 
service, though not wounded by bul- 
lets; nor of the many other thousands 
who were partly disabled by wounds; 
nor of the many thousands of widows 
and orphaned children who are justly 
allowed pensions. But it is needless to 
analyze. There may. be some names 
on the pension rolls which ought not 
to be there. Among so many it would 
be singular if a few claims were not 
fraudulent. The proportion of such to 
the. whole, however, is small. The 
Cleveland administration, with all its 
hostility to the pensioners—prompted 
by the same malignant spirit as that 
‘which inspired the writer of the ar- 
} ticle quoted above—has been able to 
detect but few cases of fraud, and in 
some of these the fraud has not been 
fully established. It is better that a 
few fraudulent pensions should be 
paid than that any deserving veter- 
ans should go uncared for. 

It is worthy of note, in this connec- 
tion, that the Richmond paper would 
wipe out the pension list—for what?

As to anti- 
toxine,” one can get a dozen different 
opinions from as many different doc- 
tors, although naturally there is only 
one opinion among those who are in- 
terested in manufacturing the stuff— 
or who expect to be. 


The Assembly Committee on Ways 

and Means has rendered a report, rec- 
ommending considerable reductions in 
many items of expenditure, and the 
present indications are that the cost of 
the State government for the current 
year will be much less than it has 
been for some years. Among the items 
of expense for the executive depart- 
ment, however, as recommended by 
the committee, are $4000 per year for 
the Governor's secretary, $2600 for his 
executive secretary, $1600 for his sten- 
ographer, and $1200 for his messenger.

(Harper’s Bazar:) Most of us are ac- 
quainted with men who have repeatedly 
told us that they are married. We have 
taken their word for it, though we have 
no other evidence of its truth. They are 
seldom, if ever, seen with their wives. 
They frequently appear in public places, 
at concerts, theaters, evening parties, but 
invariably alone. This happens so uni- 
formly that we imagine that they have 
been widowed, and feel prompted to offer 
our sincere sympathy. But, first, we must 
know the fact. On meeting them again, 
therefore, we purposely direct the 
versation to marriage, so that they may 
inform’ us of their bereavement.

The afternoon saw the maid depart, but 
the next day a letter, badly written and 
spelled worse, reached the fiance of her 
late mistress, and he was informed of 
horrible things that never happened, of 
visits from men that never occurred, and, 
as the recipient of this lying letter hap- 
pened to be a jealous man, it was y 
days before the woman he loved and the 
woman who loved him could feel abso- 
lutely happy. And this unhappiness was 
caused by an ignorant creature, who re- 
turned gratitude with malice, and with 
the wicked tools of the ignorant.

Not long 
ago, lunching with a well-known woman, 
something was said by one of the guests 
of the fear she had of appearing in a cer- 
tain notorious paper. Her hostess sent 
the butler from the room, and then said 
to her; “My dear, never say anything 
like that before a foreign servant; my 
servants may be intimate with yours, and 
'f one of yours happens to get angry and 
wishes to vent her spite against you, there 
is a weapon that

HOW A WOMAN'S LIFE WAS RUINED. 

Here is another. Some years ago a 
very well-known woman, living in one of 
our large cities, was sued by her husband 
for divorce, This woman was an inno- 
cent woman, but a fool. If she had been 
a knave she would have come out of 
everything successfully. Nobody clung to 
her like her maid, but the very day belies 
the trial she disappeared, and the next 
day was the chief witness against her. 
Her foolish mistress had given her confi- 
dence to her, and things that were abso- 
lutely innocent in themselves, told by the 
servant, were black as Erebus. The re- 
sult was that, for the sake of a hundred 
dollars, one woman had ruined another 
woman's life, brought shame to her chil- 
dren, and an erd to all happiness to one 
who was only 24 years old, and simply 
foolish. 3 
HOW SERVANTS HANDLE FINE GOODS 

The solution to the question would seem 
to de that, while physically we should 
make those in our service comfortable, we 
should regard them with suspicion, and 
always believe the worst of them. But 
bow can you do this? And how can 
I do this ? You and I who dave 
had our closets and our dressing-cases 
robbed, ourselves gossiped about, ard our 
faith knocked into what they would call 
“smithereens.” It seems a dreadful 
thing, but the woman among my acquain- 
tences who has the best servants, and 
gets the best service, treats these so- 
called ciphers as if they were indeed 
naught.

THE DISTRIBUTION OF POPULATION.

What We Know of the Moon. 


(Harper's Young People:) The discovery 
of the mountains on the moon by Galileo 
was among the first results of the inven- 
telescopes. A very ordinary mod- 
ern glass reveals them: and a telescope of 
four or five inches aperture shows them 
in much detail; an endless delight for the 
observer. Over, thirty thousand of, them 
have been charted on maps of the moon! 
Nearly all of these mountains have a ring- 
like form, with the central area depressed, 
often to a lower level than that of the 
surrounding country. as is known by the 
relative length of the internal and ex- 
The diameter. of the 
rings. varies greatly, some of the larger 
being fifty, one hundred, or even one hun- 
dred and fifty miles, while the smaller 
look’ like little dots in large ¢elescopes. 
Their height above the surrounding plains 
may be ab much as three or four miles; 
this being less than the highest. of ter- 
restrial mountains, but greater in p 
portion to the size of the moon than a 
of our mountains are to the earth. On ac- 
count of the resemblance of these ring 
mountains to certain terrestrial volcanoes, 
it has long been concluded that they were 
produced by volcanic action, although no 
certain sign of volcanic activity hes been 
detected by direct observation. This con- 
clusion is very generally accepted; yet 
there are reasons for questioning it, or 
at least for holding an open mind with re- 
gard to the origin of the rings and craters 
of the moon. 

In the first place, nearly all the volca- 
noes of the earth have a large cone and a 
relatively. small crater, while the reverse 
is true of: the moon. It is true that in 
certain terrestrial volcanic. districts the 
upper portion of the cones has been in 
some ways destroyed—blown off or fallen 
in—leaving. a broad and deep depression, 
called a caldera, inclosed by ringlike 
walls. For example, in Italy, several such 
calderas contain lakes of roughly circular 
outline. Similar basins occur on the 
Azores, in Sumatra, and elsewhere; but 
by far the greater number of terrestrial 
volcanoes are of the large-cone and small- 
crater variety. Hence if the ring moun- 
tains on thé moon are of volcanic origin, 
they represent a phase of volcanic activ- 
ity that is exceptional, and not prevalent 
on the earth. 

There is one very curious thing about 
the movement of the moon. Although it 
goes around us once a month—or. moonth, 
as I like to call it—we see only one side 
of it. The other side is entirely un- 
Known, as it is always turned away from 
the earth. Some persons argue from this 
that the moon does not rotate on its axis; 
but such an opinion implies a wrong un- 
derstanding of rotation. -Rotation con- 
sists in turning so as to face in every 
direction suceessively all around the com- 
pass. The moon certainly has Ss mo- 
tion, for during the period of a month, 
while it is moving around the earth, it 
turns its visible side toward us from all 
directions... 

The curious.point here involved is not 
that the moon does not rotate, but that 
it. rotates on its axis in the same period 
as it revolves around the earth. .-_.

A FAIR APPORTIONMENT. 


The Republicans of Indiana Set a 
Good Example. 

(Chicago Tribune:) But for the whirl- 
wind of last November, the Republicans 
could not have carried the Indiana Legis- 
lature. Twenty thousand majority would 
not have been enough to give it to them, 
so outrageous. was the 
vised by the Democrats. e Republicans 
being in conrol, have prepared a bill for a

Aecurate Measurements. 


An illustration of the marvelous accur- 
acy characterizing tools or instruments of 
measurement now employed as compared 
with these of former times is given by a 
writes in the American Machinist—namely, 
that whereas formerly 001 inch marked on 
a drawing would have been objected to on 
the ground that it was. difficult or im- 
possible to work so closely to yore 
as that, at the present time .0005 inch 
measured in every fine workshop, and di- 
mensions given in hundredths or even 
thousandths of an inch frequently appear 
on drawings without objection on the part 
of the workmen. The instruments of 
measurement are now made with such a 
degree of refined accuracy that even the 
warmth of the hand may expand a rod 
twelve inches long so that the amount of 
expansion can be measured. It has thus 
become important in fine measure ts to 
be careful that the temperature of the 
piece to be measured or gauged should 
have the same temperature as that of the 
instrument by which its size is determined. 
By first handling a rod oft the length 
named and measuring it, particularly if 
the rod be of brass or copper, and then 
after allowing the rod to cool, handling 
the gauge until the latter expands. it is 
found that a discrepancy of from .007 inch 
to .001 inch may be sometimes made ap- 
parent, due entirely to differences of tem-

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THE ‘COURT THE TSAR 
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LADY ISABEL STEWART PAINTS A LIFE-LIKE PICTURE OF RUSSIA 
AND COTILLONS. 


How the Tsar Danced at the Winter Palace and Led the Music 
of His Private Band—Toilettes at the Great Court Ball 
The Private Life and Character of the 
Russian Empress. 


(From an English Correspondent.) 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) The death of the late Tsar, ‘followed 
so closely by that of the devoted wife of 
Prince Bismarck, reminds me forcibly of 
a visit which I paid under unusuaily fa- 


_ verable auspices to St. Petersburg, some 


few years ago, and set me searching for 
a diary which I kept in those days, and 
never thought to find so useful. 

It was early in January when I started, 
armed with the best introductions obtain- 
able. We made straight for the eastern 
capital, merely. breaking the journey for 
a couple of days in Berlin, from which 
St. Petersburg is reached after two days’ 
and two nights’ traveling. 

Early in the morning a cup of weak 
tea, of “‘tachi,’’ as the Russians call it, 
with a roll was brought to us in the 
train, there being @vo kinds of tea from 
which we could make our choice, the one 
with milk, and the other with merely a 
slice of lemon in it, according to the cus- 
tom of the country. Later on we stopped

which, served fresh in its native cou ury, 
is very different from the caviar you get 
elsewhere in ite imported form. 

We ascertained that the firat court ball 
would take place in a few days, and that 
before then we should be received by the 
Empress in private audience. 

Next morning I rose early, and I shall 
never forget the novel experience of look- 
ing out of my window on the Neva, just 
below, which was all frozen over, and alive 
with people, carriages, sledges and dros- 
kies. Rising up behind the Neva was the 
beautiful dome of St. Isaac's, the Kasan 
Church, and many other fine buildings. 
On one bank of the river is the celebrated 
‘Nevaki Prospect, the fashionable prome- 
nade of the city, where, later in the day, 


one could see St. Petersburg society in be-

at a station buffet, and we were glad to

‘The first peculiartty of the Russian peo- 
ple that interested me was the costume of 
the peasant girls whom one saw in the 
railway stations. In spite of the inteuse 
cold they all wore cotton gowns, which 
seemed so out of keeping with the sheep- 
skins with which they were partially cov- 
ered; but cotton and sheepskin are alike 
about the cheapest materials procurable in 
the country. We were much impressed by 


the beauty of the sunset reflections over 


the great vista of snow all around us, and 
by the wonderful afterglow such as I had 


Two days after we arrived we received 
a summons to attend at the Anitchkoff 
Palace, where the Emperor and Empress 
reside during the winter, although the 
great entertainments take place at the fa- 
mous winter palace. The Anitchkoff Pal- 
ace is a very splendid building, luxuriously 
furnished. As several members of the 
‘corps diplomatique had to be presented 
first, we waited in an anteroom, but were 
not sorry, as as the Lord Chamberlain, the 
mistress of robes and one of the ladies in 
waiting conversed pleasantly with us in 
French, assuring us that we need not feel 
In the least nervous, as the Empress had a 
‘happy knack of immediately setting every 
one at ease. This she certainly did in the 
most kraclous way possible, talking to us 
in English, and insisting that we should 
be-.seated while she talked. She asked 
when’ we had last seen her sister. the 
Princess ot Wales, and told us how de- 
voted she was to her, ‘and how she seemed 
never to get accustomed to the separation, 
but looked forward all the year round to 
the annual family gathering in Denmark 
in the autumn. She told us, too, that her 
children regularly corresponded with ‘heir 
first cousins, the children of the Prince 
. Princess ot Wales in England. 

e lady who is now Dowager Empress 
of Russia, although not so beautiful as 
the Princess of Wales, Sols a striking 
resemblance to her sister; that is to say, 
she had the same grace and charm of 
‘manner, and was very similar, though 
somewhat shorter in figure.

The grea 
Winter Palace was brilliantly — 
from end to epd by nearly forty thousand 
electric lights with crystal chandeNers. 
The baliroom is painted in purest white, 
except for the massive golden columns 
down each side, the whole being relieved 
by gigantic paims and the varied colors 
and tints of the choicest flowers. The uni- 
forms with their masses of gold lace, the 
beautiful Paris costumes of the ladies,

ticularly well and graceful, was attired 
all in white, wearing only diamond orna- 
ments of such size and luster as one 
would never see elsewhere. Her tiara 
seemed nearly a foot in height. The 
Grand Duchess Serge's emeralds and dia- 
‘monds were remarkable both for size 
and color, as also were the Grand Duchess 
Constantine’s turquoises and diamonds, 
the former of which are supposed to be 
the finest of their kind in the world. 

. Shortly after our arrival the Tsar, to 
whom we had not before been presented, 
sent for us, and was most gracious and 
civil, talking freely in French, of his visit 
to London with the Empress a few years 
previous to his ascending the throne. He 
wore a remarkably handsome white Hus- 
sar uniform with scarlet facings heavily 
embroidered with gold, with fur collar and 
trimmings, and the short pelisse (I believe 
this is the right term) such as was abol- 
ished in the English Hussar uniforms 
about the time of the. Crimea, hanging 
from his shoulders. This was the same 


4 uniform as was worn by the Grand Duke 


Serge when riding in that brilliant cor- 
tege of princes of all nations, which es- 
corted the Queen on the occasion of her 


jubilee in the summer of 1887, in the cen- 


ter of which was the late Emperor Fred- 
erick, then still Crown Prince of Prussia, 
in his white uniform, invoking cheer. after 
cheer from the London populace. 

The ball opened with a polonaise, in 
which the whole imperial family took 
part, besides all the Ambassadors and 
other great personages. Most Russian 
dances are very lively, the mazurka es- 
pecially so, and very graceful when well 
performed. The cotilion is always an im- 
portant feature, and there are also other 
somewhat similar dances, but bearing 
other names. The waltz is as fashionable 
in Russia as anywhere else. A gentleman 
who is known to dance well is selected as 
dirigeur or leader for the evening, and 
superintends every dance that’ takes 
place. At the first court ball the dancing 


is usually rather quiet and stiff, the eti- 


quette being strictly maintained, so to 
speak, instead of the free and easiness of 
the smaller and more select dances, which 
are attended by a few hundreds of the 
aristocracy and official classes of the high- 
est order, all of whom are on intimate 
terms with one another. 

Supper was served at midnight in two 
rooms. In the middle of the largest of 
these, the table was faised at the center 
on a platform of scarlet cloth. Round it 
sat the whole of the imperial family, with 
the chief Secretaries of State, the Ambas- 
sadors and their wives. Branching from 
each side of this table there were two long 
wing-tables stretched out toward each end 
of the hall, the whole 
massive gold plate, Sevres porcelain and 
delicate hot-house flowers. There was no 


confusion, each guest having an allotted | 


place; we, ourselves, felt highly honored 
by having our seats close to the imperial 
gable. The imperial circle go to supper in 
procession, the Empress leading the way 
with the Emperor, and the pages beari 
the trains as at their entrance to the ball. 
The Emperor, after conducting his consort 
to her seat, remains standing with «his 
brothers and equerries in the middle of 
the room until all the guests have en- 
tered. Then they walk round the supper- 
tables in turn to see that every guest is 
properly seated, the Emperor being the 
last to take his seat at the raised table. 
Such is the true hospitality of the Rus- 
sian court. 

Just as the seats were 830 admirably ar- 
ranged, the supper was served with order 
and precision. The tables, which, by the 
way, were not connected with the royal 
table, were arranged with silver instead 
of gold 3 but there was no distinction 
as regards the profusion of floral decora- 
tions. The several courses were served 
very muchas at dinner, the waiting was

admirable in every re and the hand- 
some red and gold liveries of the servants 
much enhanced the beauty of the scene. 

After supper the entertainment was 
over, and wo descended to the inner hall, 
where all the f were in waiting, 
holding the ladies’ big 
warmly-lined — . overshoes, 
ter being a neccsesity from the met 
we had to walk several yards 
snow to our carriages. It is — 9 
m Russia, even when making an after- 
noon call, to leave these cloaks and shoes 
in the inner hall on arriving, and to put 
them on again there when leaving. 

The St. Petersburg ladies have their 
days at home very much the same as in 
London. A remarkable. difference, how- 
ever, between the two cities is, that in 
the Russian capital, gentlemen are con- 
spicuous more by their presence than, in 
our case, by their absence on these occa- 
sions. It is also very common for a whole 


| regiment to be represented at an after- 


noon at home; that is to say, the colonel 
will attend, accompanied by all the offi, 
cers who are not immediately on duty. 
At these at homes tea is served both with 
milk and slices of lemon, and a great va- 
riety of sweetmeats is partaken of freely. 
I have seen a guard's officer eat nearly a 
whole dish full of bonbons in the course 
of a half hour's call. 

‘We went to one very pretty ball given 
by the wife of one of the ministers, of 


which stands on the shores of the Neva. 
It was really like fairyland, the prettily 
decorated and well lighted baHroom open- 
ing into a large round conservatory over- 
hung with taxinias, camellias and lovely 
hothouse creepers in full blooms, and bor- 
dered by fine standard rose trees forming 
almost a hedge round the conservatory, 
the latter including two long corridors 
branching off from either side of the main 
portion as profusely furnished with 
bloom and plants of all kinds as the con- 
servatory proper. And outside through 
the big panes of glass, we could see the 
brilliant moon and stars shining upon the. 
great white world of snow. The conserva-. 
tory was also used for smoking, and not 
only by the men. Several of the ladies 
smoked cigars, which were handed to 
them by the gentlemen during the dances. 
Even at court balls there is a room where 
ladies can- smoke as well as men.
